Senator Newman of Woodford coun- 
ty says that much dishonesty has 
grown up In the matter of giving short 
weights in packages or sacks of flour 
and meal. He Introdnced a bill In the 
senate seme days ago to prevent this 
fraudulent practice, and the 
passed it almost unanimously. The 
bill provides that every package 
sack of flour or meal shall have the 
correct weight of the package or sack 
printed on It In letters and figurf* 
large enough to be easily read, and a 
penalty Is fixed for the violation of the 
provisions of the law. It was stated 
In the debate on the bill that In many 
Instances a sack of flour or meal 
porting to contain twenty-four pounds 
really contained but nineteen, yet the 
purchaser paid for twenty-four pounds 
Every housekeeper In the state who 
looks after her everyday purchases 
will be interested In this bill and 
thank the senator from Woodford for 
protecting them In this matter 

It Is the general belief that too few 
legal hangings have been had In Ken- 
tucky In the past twenty years, but If 
a bill that Is now before the leglsla 
ture becomes a law there will never 
be another legal hanging In the state 
In other words hanging is to he abol- 
ished and all criminals condemned to
